Cornelius Williams, crazed ‘by jealousy, 
sought for months to find the man who had 
elevated Mrs. Elias from the obscurity of a 
negro boarding housekeeper to the mistress 
of a mansion, with oriental servants and 
splendid stable. He knew him only as Mr. 
Green. He confessed he hit on Andrew H. 
Green as the man because he was the only 
man in the 
create the métamorphosis in the woman he 
loved, and because the description he had of 
the mysterious *‘ Mr. Green almost exact- 
ly fitted the Father of Greater New Tork.“ 

Platt makes an open avowal in his affi- 
davit of his admiration for the negress, who, 
he thought, was a Spaniard. She won him 
first with professions ef love, which blinded 
him to her real characters, but soon un- 
masked ‘herself, he says, when she had him 
firmly in the tolls. She knew he was a 
married man with two grown daughters, he 
says, yet she pretended to believe he was 
single until he established relations with 
her, when she got the first money payments 
uc ot mim by tnreatening to expose him to 
his family and friends. 7 

Gave Money to Avoid Exposure. 
By far the greatest success the woman had 


with Piatt, however, was deceiving him into } 


the belief that the child that was born to 
her and afterwards died was his. Although 
over 80 years of age he firmly believed she 
spoke the truth, and answered demand aft- 
er demand for money when such demands 
were coupled with threats of exposure. An 
illustration of the woman’s harshness with 
her aged admirer is found in à clause of the 
affidavit, in which Platt says that after 
telling him for weeks of her love she turned 
on him with a laugh and said: 

Now how would you like to be ex HOSed to- 
the world, you with ana tav g Spanish 
sweetheart?” 

When the woman’s child vas born Platt 
says Hannah Elias caused it to be filed atthe 
bureau of vital statistics as white and 
father’s name as John Platt. Then she de- 
manded more money and on penalty of re- 
fusal said she would expose the paternity of 
the child to the whole world. Me says he 
paid willingly then anything she demanded. 
Now he says he believes Mrs. Elias’ Japanese. 
servant Kato was the father of the child. ‘ 


Seeks to Recover $685,385. 

As nearly as Platt can now figure, he is 
entitled to recover $685,385 from Mrs. Elias, 
but this doga.not represent all the money and 
property she had from him. Fifteen thou- 
sand dollars of this money, he alleges, was 
procured from him during the present month 
by the same coercive methods as described. 
Platt asks the appointment of a receiver for 
all Mrs. Blias’ property pending decision as 
to the suit. 

The preberty in the papers filed. 
today is four houses, one at 138 West Fifty- 
third street, one at 166 West Seventy-second 


street, a hougpe at 236 Central Park West, 


which the woman long has made her home, 
and a house on Sixty-eighth street. , 
The complaint was filed this aftertioon. 
In it Platt recites he is a merchant, 8 years 
old, in feeble heatth, a widower with two 
daughters. He says he met Hannah Elias 
in January, 1896, and she represented her- 
celf as an unmarried young woman of Span- 
ish blood; that she deceived him from the 
start, as he later discovered she was of bad 
character and associated with bad char- 


acters, 
What It Cost Year by Year. 


The octogenarian gives a serial story of his 


relations with Hannah Elias and what it 
cost him year by year. She got the Central 
Park West mansion in 1899, with money 
enough to make a total of $51,000. In 1900 
it cost Platt $84,265, according to his ac- 
count, and in 1901 he gave her $87,067. He 
says Mrs. Elias and Kato, a Japanese serv- 
ant, frequently threatened to expose him un- 
less he gave her the house at 166 Wert Sev- 
enty-second street, with 849,500 

In 1902, Platt alleges, Mrs. Elias inveigled 
him into the house at 236 Central Park West 
several times. In September she charged 
him with being the father of her child and 
threatened to expose him if he did not pay 
her a large sum of money. She got $124,000 
that year. In 1903 Mrs. Elias got $186,000 
from Platt, it is alleged. Even the present 
year, he says, she got $31,333 from him—and 
$15,000 of this he gave during this mont

disclosed until the périod when the archives 
of his own country and of the principal for- 
eign powers give forth their contents for the 
information of historians,” yet it is felt both 
at home and abroad that ab a statesman he 
was cast in a larger mold than any of his 
colleagues in England and than most of his 
contemporaries abroad, und all the .world 
over he was locked upon as a really great 
Englishman, the impression of his grandeur 
being strengthened rather than weakened 
by his retirement end soon following death. 


Gen. Sir John “McNeill, whose death has 
nae: taken place at St. James’ palace, and 
who received the fateful farewell visit of his 
sovereign a few hours before he breathed his 
last, was not merely a carpet knight, as the 
fact that he had spent so many years in the 
service of the royal household, especially in 
that of the late Queen Victoria, might have- 
led people to believe. For he was one of the 
Victoria cross heroes, having won that so 
highly prized distinction during the Indian 
mutiny, where he took part in the historic 
defense of Lucknow. He likewise served in 
the New Zealand and Ashanti wars, in the 
Red river expedition, in the Egyptian cam- 
| paign of 1882, and again two years later at 
| Suakin, on the Red «ea. 

In fact, his fighting and his personal ser- 


that his life may be said tv have been divided | 
between courtand camp. He was frequently 
in this country, attended Prince Leopold to 
Canada in 1880, and was likewise there with 
the duchess of Argyle, when her husband, as 
marquis of Lorne, was at Ottawa as governor 
general. Indeed, he saved Princess Louise 
frem almost certain death when her sleigh 
was cvérturned at» Montreal, and neither 
Queen Victoria nor her children éver forgot 


Sir John was the owner of the: twin stands 
‘of Colonsay and Oronsay, on the coast of 
Scotland, where Columba landed from his 
coracle when, in expatiation of the sin of his 
blood feud, he was banished from Ireland, of 
which a glimpse can be obtained on a fine 
day far down on the horizon line. As on 
Iona and other western isles, the monks of 
the earliest Christian ages had a settlement 
there, and there are interesting ruins of 
chapels and priories, with a curious sculp- 
‘tured .cross that is considered one of the 
most precious archeological treasures of 
Scotland. 

Sir John, who was ‘never married, and who 
lost his parents and two of his sisters in the | 
“wreck of the Orion at Port Patrick, in the 
summer of 1850. was descended from the 
chiefs of Castle Sween, who shaped with 
the MacLeans of Coll the lordship of the 
Inner Hebrides. His home was on Oronsay. 
the smaller of his two islands. on which was 
situated Killoran, a weather beaten low 
stone house, standing four square against 
the gales which sweep in from the limitless 
ocean. 

One of the features of the place, familiar 
to all those who were entertained by him 
there, were his famous decanters, which 
ended In points, so that the wine once started 
around the table could never rest until it 
again reached the galant old host, to repose 
for an instant in the socket holes cut into the 
solid mahogany at his end of the fable, 
almost black avith age. 

It is not his sister, but one of his cousins, a 
bedchamber woman to the late queen, who 
married the late duke of Argyll as his third 
wife, much to the annoyance of his family.

He danced well and had 
one frightfully extra agant and erratic wife, 
whose shortcomings, both as fegards her 
fiirtations and her expenditures, he was 
wont to bewail with an altogether unoriental | 
freedom while promenading among those 
magnificent roses that rendered his gardens 
at Cairo so famous. 

Tewfik, his elder brother, the father, of the 
present khedivé, was the son of a fellaheen, © 
or peasant woman, who had momentarily en- 
gaged the attention of old Khedive Ismail, . 
whereas Hussein was the offspring of a 
princess who remained to the end one of the 
favorite wives of her husband. Indeed, had 
it ‘not been for the interference of England, 
Khedive Ismail would have set aside his 

eldest son Tewfik and proclaimed the infinite- 
ly’ more brilliant Hussein as heir to his 
crown. 

The princess dina is about to became his
